How to Collect the Water Sample: 
 

 Use a clean glass or plastic container that does not have a strong odor (at least a liter). 

 Collect the sample before any water treatment/filters such as R.O. or water softener. 

 Let the water run a couple of minutes before collecting and collect the sample as close to 
the time of testing as possible. 
 

If available, please provide well depth, depth to water, well casing material and distance from 
well to the nearest septic tank/leachfield system. 
 
Drinking water will be tested on site for the following parameters:  Arsenic, Electrical 
Conductivity, Fluoride, Iron, Manganese, Nitrate, pH and Sulfate.
